SCHOOL  REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  schools,  we  are 
highly  gratified  to  state  that  the  schools,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  have  heen  very  successful  during  the  year. 
Our  teachers  have  been  faithful  to  duty,  and  have  achieved 
success  as  far  as  it  was  in  their  power.  The  suggestions 
of  your  superintendent  in  respect  to  faults  in  reading, 
such  as  imperfect  enunciation  and  nasal  tones,  have  been 
regarded  by  the  teachers,  and  we  are  happy  to  notice 
much  improvement.  There  has  been  but  little  sickness 
among  the  children  to  disturb  the  progress  of  the  schools. 
Our  schools  demand  more  advanced  methods  in  school 
work ;  the  teachers  should  be  required  to  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  most  advanced  methods  of  teaching. 
Those  persons  desiring  of  becoming  teachers  need  to  have 
special  training  for  the  work  before  attempting  it. 

The  only  change  made  in  text-books  was  by  substitut- 
ing Swinton's  Readers  for  Appleton's.  This  was  demanded 
both  by  teachers  and  scholars,  and  the  effect  produced  by 
this  change  has  been  very  gratifying. 

There  are  many  objectionable  features  in  our  schools  at 
present  that  might  be  discussed,  but  as  the  new  school 
law  is  soon  to  take  effect,  we  expect  that  many  of  the 
objectionable  features  will  be  removed. 

We  desire  to  thank  the  citizens,  the  teachers,  and 
scholars  for  the  kindness  and  respect  shown  us  in  the 
discharge  of  our  duties. 

As  has  been  the  custom,  we  append  a  report  by  dis- 
tricts. 
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DISTRICT  1. 

As  usual  this  school  has  been  managed  by  the  Amherst 
board  of  education.  We  addressed  a  letter  of  inquiry  to 
the  board,  but  have  been  unable  to  get  the  information 
we  desired.  Amount  of  money  paid  from  this  town  was 
$31.45. 

DISTRICT  1^0.  2. 

Prudential  committee,  G.  Q.  Caldwell.  Amount  of 
money,  $77.02.  Fall  term,  8  weeks,  10  scholars ;  winter 
term,  8  week,  5  scholars. 

Here  we  found  a  pleasant  school,  having  some  advanced 
scholars.  The  fall  term  was  under  the  care  of  an  efficient 
teacher.  The  closing  exaniination  gave  evidence  of  most 
excellent  work.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  a  teacher 
of  experience,  who  kept  the  school  ^ye\\  to  the  standard 
of  the  fall  term. 

DISTRICT  ¥o.  3. 

Prudential  committee,  Silas  Iv.  Hadlock.  Amount  of 
money,  $44.86.    Summer  term,  8  weeks,  5  scholars. 

This  school  was  in  charge  of  a  teacher  of  excellent 
qualifications,  who  made  a  marked  impressiom  upon  the 
scholars  for  their  advancement.  * 

DISTRICT  4. 

Prudential  committee,  L.  W.  Merrill.  Amount  of 
money,  $106.47.  Summer  term,  10  Avoeks,  8  scholars ; 
winter  term,  11  weeks,  7  scholars. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  summer  term  we  found  a  wide- 
awake, energetic  teacher,  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the 
school,  both  as  to  instruction  and  discipline.  The  school 
was  composed  of  a  pleasant  class  of  scholars,  who  evi- 
dently attended  school  to  learn ;  this  was  demonstrated 
at  the  closing  exercises  of  the  term  by  the  proficiency 
made  in  the  various  studies.  The  winter  term  was  taught 
by  the  same  teacher,  who  held  the  school  up  to  the  same 
excellent  standard  as  that  of  the  summer  term. 
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DISTEICT  No.  5. 

Prudential  committee,  Mrs.  Lendall  Dodge.  Amount 
of  money,  $69.40.  Summer  term,  8  weeks,  16  schol- 
ars ;  winter  term,  10  weeks,  22  scholars. 

Here  we  found  one  of  the  best  schools  in  town,  com- 
posed of  scholars  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fifteen  years, 
possessed  of  much  ability.  The  school  was  under  the 
instruction  of  the  same  teacher  for  the  entire  year.  Earn- 
est work  and  tact  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  with  the  use 
of  good  methods  and  careful  training  in  studies,  produced 
excellent  results.  The  exercises  at  the  close  of  the  win- 
ter term  were  highly  gratifying  to  all  concerned.  The 
parents  of  the  district  have  a  commendable  interest  in  the 
school,  as  evinced  by  the  number  of  visits  they  have  made 
during  the  year. 

DISTEICT  Ilo.  6.* 

Prudential  committee,  W.  P.  Woods.  Amount  of 
money,  |62.98.  Summer  term,  6  weeks,  13  scholars ; 
wdnter  term,  7  weeks,  19  scholars. 

The  summer  term  was  made  up  mostly  of  small  schol- 
ars under  the  care  of  an  experienced  teacher,  who  labored 
hard  for  the  advancement  of  her  pupils.  We  found  con- 
siderable musical  talent  here  that  was  developed  by  sing- 
ing exercises  each  day. 

The  winter  school  was  composed  of  a  number  of  large 
boys  whose  deportment  was  excellent,  a  few  of  that  num- 
ber attending  from  outside  of  the  district.  The  teacher 
was  one  who  knows  how  to  excite  her  scholars  to  earnest 
and  efficient  work  in  their  studies.  This  term  must  have 
given  great  satisfaction  to  the  parents  as  well  as  to  the 
scholars.  The  school  was  extended  one  week  by  private 
;Subscription. 

DISTEICT  m.  7. 

Prudential  committee,  Albert  Groodwin.  Amount  of 
TQoney,  $64.48.  Summer  term,  6  weeks,  6  scholars ; 
winter  term,  10  weeks,  6  scholars. 

This  school,  though  small  in  number,  had  the  care  and 
instruction  of  one  of  our  most  experienced  teachers  for 
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both  terms.  It  is  unnecessary  to  mention  her  merit  as  a 
teacher  as  that  is  so  well  known.  The  scholars  gave  evi- 
dence of  thorough  instruction  at  each  examination.  The- 
winter  term  was  extended  one  week  by  private  sub- 
scription. 

DISTRICT  m.  8. 

Prudential  committee,  John  H.  Johonnett.  Amount 
of  money,  §474.55.  Summer  term,  8  weeks,  —  Grammar, 
26  scholars ;  Primary,  21  scholars.  Fall  term,  8  weeks,  — 
Grammar,  20  scholars;  Primary,  22  scholars.  Winter 
term,  9  weeks,  —  Grammar,  22  scholars ;  Primary,  24 
scholars. 

In  the  Primary  Department  we  found  a  teacher  happily 
adapted  by  natural  gifts  and  education  to  teach  a  school 
of  this  grade  successfully,  whose  methods  are  excellent 
and  who  possesses  the  power  to  govern  her  scholars  in 
such  a  manner  that  they  hardly  realize  that  they  are  being 
governed.  She  has  a  wonderful  faculty  of  exciting  her 
pupils  by  her  example  to  great  activity  of  thought  and 
action  in  all  their  school  work.  Her  efforts  toward  the 
mental  development  of  her  scholars  are  of  great  advan- 
tage to  the  school.  At  the  closing  examination  of  the 
winter  term  the  exercises  showed  the  excellent  work  that 
had  been  done  during  the  year.  We  think  this  school 
gave  evidence  of  the  great  advantage  derived  from  re- 
taining a  teacher  in  the  same  school  for  successive  terms. 
During  the  fall  term  a  few  singing  lessons  were  given  to 
the  children  that  appeared  to  give  them  much  pleasure,, 
as  all  entered  into  the  exercises  with  zeal. 

In  the  Grammar  Department  the  school  had  the  in- 
struction of  the  same  teacher  for  the  entire  year.  We 
think  the  committee  acted  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
school  in  retaining  this  teacher  for  tl^  year.  By  this 
course  of  action  we  have  been  able*^o  see  the  school 
brought  up  to  a  higher  standard  of  excellence  at  each 
successive  term.  The  teacher  was  an  able  one  ;  her 
methods  of  school  work  were  good,  well  calculated  to 
give  good  advancement  to  her  pupils ;  she  spared  no  pains 
to  make  her  work  successful.  The  examination  at  the 
close  of  the  last  term  gave  evidence  that  the  scholars  had 
received  thorough  and  careful  training.    Wo  noticed  that 
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the  parents  of  this  district  have  been  deeply  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  the  school  by  the  many  visits  they  have 
made  to  the  school  during  the  year  and  by  the  large  at- 
tendance at  the  examinations.  During  the  fall  term  a 
few  lessons  in  singing  were  given  to  the  evident  satisfac- 
tion of  the  scholars. 

DISTRICT  ]Sro.  9. 

Prudential  committee,  Clarence  A.  Dwinells.  Amount 
of  money,  $82.12.  Summer  term,  8  weeks,  18  scholars  ; 
fall  term,  6  weeks,  13  scholars. 

Both  terms  were  taught  by  a  very  able  teacher,  possess- 
ing natural  talent  for  teaching  and  a  thorough  disciplina- 
rian ;  with  her  kind  and  impressive  manner  she  won  the 
confidence  and  respect  of  both  parents  and  scholars. 
The  bad  arrangement  of  the  school  room  produced  a 
crowded  condition  of  the  pupils,  which  necessitated  more 
labor  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  less  advancement  for 
the  school.  JSTotwithstanding  the  situation  the  examina- 
tion showed  that  excellent  progress  had  been  made  in  all 
the  various  studies. 

DISTRICT  Fo.  10. 

Prudential  committee,  George  E.  Robbins.  Amount 
of  money,  148.89.    Fall  term,  10  weeks,  14  scholars. 

This  school,  as  usual,  has  been  under  the  care  of  the 
Goffstown  Superintending  School  Committee,  with  the 
exception  of  the  fall  term.  Here  we  found  a  lively 
school  with  a  teacher  able  to  control  and  take  care  of  all 
of  its  wants.  Under  such  happy  circumstances  the  school 
gave  an  excellent  showing  at  the  closing  examination. 
The  amount  of  money  contributed  by  Goffstown  to  pro- 
long the  school  was  $28. 

DISTRICT  E-Q.  11. 

Prudential  committee,  Levi  P.  Woodbury.  Amount 
of  money,  $81.85.  Summer  term,  9  weeks,  9  scholars ; 
winter  term,  10  weeks,  10  scholars. 

Here  we  found  an  interesting  school  made  up  largely 
of  small  scholars,  with  a  teacher  of  exceptionally  high 
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qualifications,  who  gained  the  good  will  and  co-operation 
of  her  scholars.  At  the  close  of  the  term  it  was  mani- 
fest that  much  advancement  had  been  made,  both  in 
studies  and  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  school. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  a  young  man  who 
made  his  first  appearance  as  a  teacher.  By  his  uniform 
kindness  and  engaging  manner,  he  soon  gained  the  sym- 
pathy and  good  will  of  his  pupils,  which  gave  him  the 
power  to  control  and  to  advance  his  scholars  in  their 
studies.  He  gave  satisfaction  to  the  district,  as  far  as  we 
are  able  to  learn.  We  failed  to  be  present  at  the  end  of 
the  term  for  want  of  seasonable  notice. 

DISTRICT  1^0.  12. 

Prudential  committee,  George  Langdell.  Amount  of 
money,  $41.51.  Summer  term,  7  weeks,  6  scholars  ;  fall 
term,  10  weeks,  10  scholars. 

This  school  was  taught  by  the  same  teacher  for  both 
terms  of  the  year.  The  summer  term  was  her  first  at- 
tempt at  teaching,  in  which  her  success  was  commendable. 
The  closing  exercises  of  the  term  were  interesting,  being 
interspersed  with  recitations  and  singing. 

With  the  fall  term  came  an  older  class  of  scholars, 
making  it  a  more  difiicult  school  to  control.  The  exam- 
ination at  the  end  of  this  term  gave  evidence  of  good 
progress  in  all  the  studies,  especiall}^  in  reading,  but  the 
discipline  was  not  such  as  characterizes  a  good  school. 
She  possesses  the  requisite  talent,  and  with  experience 
will  become  a  successful  teacher. 

DISTRICT  1^0.  13. 

Prudential  committee,  Joshua  J.  Woodbury.  Amount 
of  money,  $87.84.  Summer  term,  8  weeks,  7  scholars; 
winter  term,  12  weeks,  10  scholars. 

The  school  of  the  summer  term  was  composed  of  small 
scholars.  The  teacher  was  a  young  lady  of  the  district 
without  experience.  She  worked  hard  and  did  her  best. 
The  scholars  at  the  close  of  the  term  gave  evidence  of  a 
good  degree  of  advancement  in  their  studies. 

The  winter  term  brought  together  a  more  advanced 
class  of  scholars  who  had  the  instruction  of  one  of  our 
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best  teachers,  whose  earnest  and  conscientious  work  gave 
most  satisfactory  results.  The  recitations  given  in  arith- 
metic, algebra,  philosophy,  and  physiology  were  worthy 
of  commendable  notice. 

DISTEICT  Fo.  14. 

Prudential  committee,  Arthur  W.  Etchell.  Amount  of 
mone}^,  $54.30.    Winter  term,  12  weeks,  2  scholars. 

This  school  has  a  less  number  of  scholars  than  any 
other  school  in  town.  At  our  iirst  visit  to  the  school  we 
found  two  scholars  under  the  instruction  of  a  male  teacher. 
As  we  did  not  attend  the  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
term,  for  want  of  information  as  to  the  time  of  its  closing,, 
we  are  unable  to  speak  advisedly  of  the  merits  of  the 
school. 

DISTEICT  15. 

Prudential  committee,  Mrs.  E.  Helen  Wilson.  Amount 
of  money,  |66.02.  Summer  term,  6  weeks,  8  scholars ; 
winter  term,  9  weeks,  10  scholars. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  a  young  lady  of  lim- 
ited experience  in  teaching,  who  gave  proof  of  talent  and 
qualification  for  a,  successful  teacher.  It  appeared  that 
her  eftbrts  gave  satisfaction,  both  to  parents  and  scholars. 

The  winter  term  was  not  a  success  ;  the  sympathy  be- 
tween teacher  and  scholar  was  not  such  as  was  desired ; 
this  condition  of  things  did  not  give  good  results.  We 
are  inclined  to  believe  that  if  the  teacher  had  commanded 
with  a  controlling  hand,  all  would  have  been  well. 

DISTEICT  ]^o.  16. 

Prudential  committee,  Asa  M.  Beard.  Amount  of 
money,  |109.60.  Summer  term,  7  weeks,  11  scholars ; 
fall  term,  5  weeks,  15  scholars ;  winter  term,  6  weeks,  16 
scholars. 

The  summer  and  the  fall  term  of  this  district  were 
under  the  instruction  of  the  same  teacher.  She  is  a 
teacher  of  experience,  possesses  the  requisite  vim  to  teach 
a  good  school,  has  an  easy  and  pleasing  manner  of  im- 
parting her  knowledge  to  her  pupils.    Her  discipline  is 
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good,  and  her  scholars  make  good  advancement  under 
her  instruction.  The  examination  at  the  end  of  each 
term  was  highly  satisfactory,  and  largely  attended  hy  the 
parents  of  the  district. 

The  school  of  the  winter  term  had  the  instruction  of 
an  experienced  teacher,  who  held  the  school  well  in  hand, 
taking  it  along  to  the  end  of  the  term  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all  interested. 

DISTKICT  ^^0.  17. 

This  school,  as  usual,  has  been  under  the  care  of  the 
Weare  superintendent.  We  have  made  frequent  visits  to 
the  school,  have  been  present  at  the  examinations,  and 
are  able  to  report  a  very  fine  school.  It  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  same  teacher  for  the  entire  year.  Amount 
of  money  received  by  the  school  from  this  town  was 
$35.69.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE 

NEW  BOSTON  CEMETERY. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEB.   26,  1886. 


The  changes  in  the  cemetery  the  past  year  have  been 
mostly  the  improvements  that  private  owners  have  made 
upon  their  lots.  The  trustees  have  not  seen  fit  to  expend 
much  time  or  labor  on  the  grounds,  but  never  since  the 
old  cemetery  was  cleared  of  its  wilderness  of  brambles 
has  there  been  greater  improvement  by  lot  owners,  espe- 
cially in  monumental  work,  as  last  year.  The  old  Whip- 
ple house  has  been  demolished  and  removed,  and  some- 
time we  shall  probably  do  quite  a  work  in  grading  and 
making  a  water-course  for  the  surface  water  that  comes 
down  between  the  "  first  survey  "  and  this  Whipple  land 
when  freshets  occur.  We  call  your  attention  to  the  arti- 
cle in  the  warrant  you  will  act  upon  in  regard  to  a  new 
hearse-house.  We  do  not  recommend  repairing  the  old 
one,  as  it  is  nearly  worthless  for  such  a  house  as  we  need. 
We  commend,  rather,  a  new  modern  but  not  expensive 
house,  —  one  that  will  ornament  rather  than  disfigure  the 
cemetery,  and  large  enough  for  storing  l)oth  the  summer 
and  winter  hearse,  with  a  harness-room,  also  a  tool-room  ; 
and  one  that  will  be  spacious  enough  to  shelter  a  proces- 
sion that  may  hapi)en  to  reach  the  cemetery  during  a 
driving  shower. 

The  superintendent's  report  annexed  includes  not  only 
the  interments  and  removals  made  in  the  cemetery,  but 
also  other  sucli  services  of  the  town  where  he  has  been 
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called  upon  to  attend  with  the  hearse.  We  feel  to  com- 
mend the  interest  the  superintendent  shows  in  his  care 
that  his  team  and  other  equipments  for  the  hurial  service 
are  such  that  reflect  no  discredit  on  the  town.  As  you 
peruse  his  report,  and  see  that  from  the  tiniest  infant  to 
those  who  fell  beneath  the  weight  of  years  have  been 
gathered  to  this  their  final  earthly  resting-place,  you  can- 
not fail  to  notice  the  large  percentage  of  those  who 
reached  the  allotted  time  of  three-score  years  and  ten, 
some  of  them  long  identified  with  the  history  of  the  town, 
holding  its  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility ;  and  it  is  a 
most  forcible  reminder  of  the  swiftness  with  which  that 
generation  is  passing  from  us.  The  last  person  brought 
to  the  tomb  was  one  who  had  lived  over  ninety  years,  and 
now  his  remains  will  rest  with  his  ancestors,  one  of  whom 
was  the  first  clerk  of  the  town,  and  who  was  interred  in 
this  same  cemetery  one  hundred  and  eighteen  years  ago. 
It  should  be,  and  undoubtedly  is,  a  satisfaction  to  all  that 
the  cemetery  is  so  situated  in  its  care  that  it  can  never  be 
left  neglected,  but  must  be  constantly  improved,  long 
after  we  all  have  been  gathered  into  its  undisturbed  rest.
